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Area churches 
support Voter 
Registration 
Project

Several ministers, churches and min- 
isterial alliances across Columbus are 
committing themselves to the Unified 
Voter Registration Project. They hope to 
get more African Americans involved in 
the electoral process, thus giving African 
Americans more clout in determining 
politicians’ views on community and 
political issues. 

The goal of the Unified Voter Registra- 
tion Project is to educate African 
Americans about the significance of 
voting as well as register them to vote b,’ 
sponsoring voter registration drives, 
door-to-door campaigns, and voter 
education workshops. The organization 
consists of 65 churches, several 
denominational alliances, the NAACP, 
Urban League, AFL-CIO and the Coali- 
tion of Concerned Black Citizens. 

“Historically the church has been a 
foundation for the African-American 
community and if we can help others 
exercise their right to vote we want to be 
a part of that process," said Rev. Timothy 
Clarke of First Church of God. 

"As a Christian, the new testament of 
the Bible talks about being a good citizen 
and as a citizen it is a privilege and right 
to be able to vote," said Clarke. "There is 
no contradiction for-us when it comes to 
getting involved in the political 
governmental process, because itis a 
right of every citizen of this country.” 

"The church provides one of the most 
important avenues to communities with 
African-American voters. This gives 
parishioners and ministers an oppor- 
tunity to address political issues like 
crime prevention, minority business par- 
ticipation, and the distribution of Block 
grants funds at the local level," said Mar- 
vin Jones, project director and director of 
government and community relations at 
Mount Carmel Health. "We got to make 
sure as many African-American voters 
vote so that we have more leverage to 
impact local elected officials and the 
primary distribution of funds issued to 
local communities in Block Grant 

programs," he said.

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Four day shooting spree 


results in six

Six may not seem like”Such a high 
number, but in comparison with other 
statistics It can become quite high. The 
city's homicide rate until June 14 was 24 
deaths. In four days and six deaths later 
that total become 30 deaths for the year. 

The first shooting occurred on June 14 
at the corner of Ferris and Kari Roads at 
approximately 8:45 p.m. According to 
reports another car pulled up beside the 
first and passengers in both cars began 
arguing. A youth in the back seat of the 
second car began firing a gun. 

Charles Pettey, age 17 was a pas- 
senger in the first car. He was seriously 
wounded and was pronounced dead on 
arrival at an area hospital. Police were 
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unsure at edition 

time who the assailant was. 
One June 15, at4:28 p.m. in the front 
of 1636 Franklin Ave, George T. Parrom, 
age 46 was shot. Rufus H. Roast, age 79 


Teen supect in Northside 
shooting still at large

The fatal shooting of Charles L. Pettey ill, 17, was just one of six incidents which 
occurred-last week. Local police are still looking for Dayon Williams, 15, who is 
accused in the incident and has been charged with delinquency counts of murder and 
attempted murder. There is a warrant out for his arrest. 

Pettey was in a car with three others at Ferris and Karl Roads at 8:45 p.m. last 
Wednesday when another car pulled up and someone openedfire. Pettey and Gregory 
Beale, 17, were on their way to visit some friends when the shooting started. Pettey 
was seated on the passenger side of the car when five bullets entered his body. He 
was pronounced dead a short time later at Riverside Methodist Hospitals. . 

"My son didn't even know the guy who fired the shots!" said Charles L. Pettey Jr., 
the victim's father, "The police department is telling me that they don't have enough 
man-power, but | don't believe that for a minute. This kid is only fifteen years old! How 
far can he go?" . 

Williams was upset with Beale because of an argument or fist fight earlier in the 
day, Pettey happened to be in the car during the incident, but was not involved in the 
dispute in any way. The bullets used were 9-millimeter, but the actual weapon has not 
been identified. Beale was released from the hospital last Saturday in stable condition 
after being shot in the wrist and knee, He was still at large in Columbus at Call and 
Post press time. 

"| believe that if this had been a Black-on-white crime, the boy would have been 
caught by now," said Pettey Jr. "When that bomb went offin Oklahoma City, somebody 
was found within 24 hours! This boy should be tried as an adult because a whole 
bunch of people could have gotten killed. About 20 bullets were sprayed into that car, 
and my son took five of them."

Allen Gaddy, 4, died early 
last Saturday morning of a gunshot 
wound to the head, and his six year oid 
cousin Juan Waddell, 6, died almost in- 
stantly when a bullet pierced his arm and 
entered his chest.

Alexis Herman, head of the Of- 
fice of Public Liaison in the White 
House, in 

an interview, said, “while this 
decision sets a new legal standard’ 
for judging affirmative action, it- 
must not set us back in our effort to 
preate a more just society." 

The president is: not backing 
down on efforts to fight discrimina- 
tion, Herman said. "Discrimination 
is a@ reality based on race and 
gender in this country, and he has 
always believed that affirmative ac- 
tion is neede#," Herman stated. 

The Adarand decision, which 
calls for a federal judge to review 
the federal government's Disad- 
vantaged Business Enterprise 
(OBE) program in the Federal 
Highway Administration, came at a 
time when the White House was 
already reviewing all federal affirm- 
alive action programs. The presi- 
dent pledged to make such a 
review in the wake of calls for the 
elimination of the federal programs 
by Republican presidential con- 
tenders senators Phil Gramm and 
Bob Dole -- and by the increasing 
firestorm of hostility to affirmative 
action programs by the so-called

would be open to new legislation in 
this area,” Herman said. Rather, 
the administration plans to attempt 
to comply with the court's directives 
in order to defend the program. 
“The claims that affirmative action 
has ended are exaggerated,” Her- 
man said. “We plan to meet those 
tests, and make sure that the 
programs are in compliance.” 

To address the demands of the 
decision, the federal government 
plans to borrow a page from 
various city governments that have 
already performed "predicate" and 
“disparity” studies to justify the 
reimposition of MBE programs, 
“We think that we've got some 
practical experiences that some 
cities have had, and we intend to 
do what we haye to.do to pursue a 
similar path,” Herman said. 

Clinton is currently facing a tick- 
lish struggle in the ‘battle for his 
administration -- and re-election 


so we have put together presen- 
tations that illustrate the sig- 
nificance of voter participation in 
the local political process." 

The organization also con- 
ducts door-to-door literature dis- 
tribution as a reminder that the 
registration drives will be in their 
particular community. 

In addition to church par- 
ticipation, Jones is asking more 
fraternities and sororities to get 
involved. “Members of Phi Beta 
Sigma and Zeta Phi Beta have 
responded and given their time 
to the registration drives. We are 
asking other fraternities such as 
Alpha Phi Alpha, Omega Psi Phi, 
and sororities such as Alpha 
Kappa Alpha and Delta Sigma 
Theta sorority to participate," 
Jones said, 

There are approximately 
44,000 unregistered African- 
American voters in the city’s 14 
majority-Black wards. There are 
currently only 70,000 African- 
American registered to vole out 
of 165,000 African Americans 
who live in Franklin County.

Al- 
ready, the Democratic Leadership 
Council, a group the president 
formerly headed, has ‘sided with 
the "angry white men” urging the 
cutting back of affirmative action, 

In California, which is likely to be 
a key battleground for the Clinton 
presidency, the political climate is 

what is 
becoming known as the "California 
Civil Rights Initiative" -- a measure 
to end all affirmative action 
programs, Including programs 
promoting hiring, minority business 
procurement, and recruitment, in 
all state agencies and state-sup- 
ported colleges and universities. 

At the same time, Rev. Jesse 
Jackson has already begun to dis- 
cuss formation of a third party -- an 
effort which, if it were successful, 
would unquestionably siphon of 
millions of votes from Clinton's can- 
didacy, especially in battleground 
states in the northeast, and lead to 
almost-certain defeat. 

Jackson has expressed disap- 
pointment with the Clinton 
administration's support for affirm- 
ative action. 

But Herman said the political 
restiveness of Jackson and some 
other Blacks is not the motivation 
for Clinton's response to the 
Adarand decision, “| don't know 
that Rev. Jackson's discussion of a 
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residence suffering from at least 
one gunshot wound.

Panel uncovers disparity in police hiring practice

Leonard Keller, apparently, was 
right. 

The tormer Columbus safety 
director, who was fired by Mayor 
Greg Lashutka in the wake of 
questions regarding whether he 
had been honest in ascribing his 
reasons for removing from the 
background unit most of its statf, 
had charged that the background 
unit was discriminating against 
minoriti@s and women in its review 
of applicants, Keller was roundly 
attacked for the allegation, and 
when the mayor formed a panel to 
investigate the city police division's 
hiring practices, he said that the 
question of racial disparity would 
not be a focus of the committee's 
actions. 

But the three-member panel 
commissioned by Lashutka has 
called for a number of changes in 
the’ manner in which the city 
recruits and hires its police officers, 
And one conclusion that the com- 
rhittee did come to was that there 
had been some racial disparities in 
the. background investigation 
process. 

"There are clear inequities" in 
the way Blacks who applied to be-~ 
come police officers had been 
treated compared with whites, said 
Golumbus attorney Percy Squire, 
whdé with Ohio State University 

professor C, Ronald Huff and 
Patrick Murphy, the former police 
“commissioner in New York City, 
* comprised the panel. 
"We found that the impact of the 
- background investigation was dis- 
‘ parate on a racial basis," Squire 
«said. "We also found that the rate 
at which background removals 
> were accomplished was greatly in- 
‘creased duririg specific time 
‘ periods that can be linked to chan- 
ges in staff within the unit" -- 
specifically related to the tenure of 
® 
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Sgt. Harvey List, who had been 
ousted by Keller, as head of the 
background unit. 

The investigation began when 
television station Channel 4 did a 
series of investigative reports, 
fueled by internal background in- 
vestigation information, that found 
28 individuals who had been 
rejected by the background inves- 
tigations staff but were added to 
the list of approved candidates by 
Keller. Some of these individuals 
had apparently had serious 
criminal problems -- including one 
woman who had been acquitted of 
murder in Detroit. 

The investigation occurred atter 
Keller had rernoved Sgt. Harvey 
List and several other staff mem- 
bers from the background unit. 

Four months ago, Lashutka ap- 
pointed Huff, Murphy and Squire to 
review the hiring process, and 
make recommendations. While 
the mayor had said that the panel 
would not look at racial disparities, 
the committee felt compelled to in- 
vestigate the question. 

“How can you look at employ- 
ment and not look at racial dis- 
parity, when as you look at the 
question of hiring practices and 
procedures, the whole question in- 
volves equity, fairness, merit, fit- 
ness, those type of 
considerations?" Squire said. "If 
there are other factors that are 
entering the process to make the 
system unfair or inequitable, those 
have to be commented on." 

“That's like saying you're going 
to look at surgery without talking 
about blood." 

And when the investigators ex- 
amined the system, they found sig- 
nificant evidence of large racial 
disparities in the background unit, 
And those disparities were tied

“When he was head of the unit, 
the rate (of rejections) shot up 
three times, and there was a dis- 
parate impact on Black ap- 
plicants," Squire said. The rate 
caused a closer review of the 
process in the safety director's of- 
fice, and the rate of rejections 
dropped, "But the racial impact 
was still disparate, even following 
the review," Squire said, 

James Moss is not surprised by 
the finding. “That's what we've 
been saying all along," Moss said. 


Moss, head of the Police Of- 
ficers for Equal Rights, has long 
complained about Sgt. List, He 
had charged that List, when he was 
a detective in the burglary unit, had 
a sign of the hate group the White 
Aryan Nation on his desk -- and he 
was never reprimanded or 
punished for that, despite the com- 
plaints of Black officers. 

"White officers’ known racist ac- 
tivity goes untouched in the Colum- 
bus Police Department," Moss 
said. 

The panel is recommending a 
number of changes, including the 
review of the question of who 
should actually perform back- 
ground investigations, 

“There is questionable authority 
for the background unit to perfotm 
that function at all, because the 
duty is committed by city charter to 
the Civil Service Commission, not 
the police," Squire said. 

The problem right now is that 
the Civil Service Commission, 
which is charged with the respon- 
sibility to investigate the qualifica- 
tions of all city employees, doesn't 
have the funds to perform exten- 
sive background checks on police 
officers, 

Tl ney ought to either give ap- 
propriate authorization, or give 
adequate resources to the entity 
charged with the function,” Squire

At the same time, he believed 
that the Division of Police should 
maintain responsibility for the 
background checks. 


"The background checks are 
done by police officers who know 
what caliber of people we want on 
the police department,” Tanner 
said. “There are some very strin- 
gent requirements, or dis- 
qualifiers,” based on the 
operational needs of the division, 
Tanner said. "We want to be sure 
that the best-qualified people are 
hired by the city,” Tanner added.

His 
father says Pettey talked. about 
going to college and the possibility 
of being a sports commentator, He 
also got along well with his mother, 
who encouraged him to attend 
church regularly, Pettey was a 
member of Consolidated Baptist 
Church, 

“Even though | am divorced from 
my wife, | was very active in hislife,” 
Said Pettey, Jr. "We went to football 
and basketball games in 
Cleveland, once a year, every year. 
We went fishing a few times too. My 
son could always get a hold of me 
because | was there for him.”

Pettey Jr. stressed his approval 
for the ban on assault weapons and 
encourages Columbus residents to 
contact their senator and state rep- 
resentatives about current gun 
legislation in central Onio.

This is not a 
ghetto problem anymore, it's 
everyone's problem," said Pettey 
dr.

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Schools at the crossroads 


olumbus Public Schools are facing a major 

crisis 

@ might ask, in response to that statement, 
‘which one?” For the Columbus Public Schools today 
are facing a number of great challenges, challenges 


that will affect the system's ability to educate our more 
than 60,000 children into the 21st century. 

Of course, looming over everythihg is the system's 
finances. Despite years of cutbacks, the schools con- 
tinue to face a massive deficit, and Superintendent 
Larry Mixon has said that the system must pass a 9.6 
mill levy in November in order to survive without slicing 
muscle from the schools. 

Passagé of a November levy, Mixon has told the 
board, would result in no additional cuts above those 
already approved, and no need to borrow in order to 
maintain operations. If the system waits until March, 
even the passage of a levy would result in cuts of $13.1 
million and borrowing of $10.7 million for 1997 

At the same time that the system is suffering these 
budget woes, it is currently facing serious questions 
regarding its management systems. Complaints have 
been made that, while some employees in the system 
haven't been paid in a timely or proper fashion, others 
-- not only employees, but vendors as well -- have been 
overpaid, and systems have not been put in place to 
effectively monitor such problems. 

The schools are also facing a real challenge for the 
hearts of the voters: the concern regarding busing. The 
school board is clearly moving toward a system of 
neighborhood schools, and away from the 16-year 
experiment of busing for racial balance that began with 
the finding of intentianal segregation in the Columbus 
Public Schools by then-federal court judge Robert M. 
Duncan. 

A growing number of parents -- Black and white, 
middle-income and poor -- are concluding that busing, 
in and of itself, will not result in quality education for all 
Columbus school children, At the same time, there is 
concern, especially among some Black parents, that a 
return to the system of neighborhood schools may 
result in a return to the practices which were a hallmark 
of the segregated system -- the unequal allocation of 
resources to schools based on where they were lo- 
catedand who attended them. 

While we recognize the importance of all these 
concerns, we believe that these concerns are mere 
symptoms of a larger problem, 

The crisis facing Columbus Public Schools is deeper 
than the potential deficit which looms over school 
operations; it is larger than the question of when a levy 
will be placed on the ballot; it is greater than the 
decision on the continuance of busing, or the shift to 
neighborhood schools. It is, first and foremost, a ques- 
tion of the leadership and direction of our schools. 

Tragically, we have seen over the past few years the 
politicizing\of the board, often to the detriment of the 
interests of the system. We have seen the school 
board fall prey to petty personal disputes among its 
members and between the members and the ad- 
ministration and staff, and we have seen a lack of focus 
on building the kind of consensus which will help sta- 
bilize our public schools. 

In Columbus, this type of divisiveness has a long 
history. In the 1960s and 1970s, it was racial acrimony 
between Black and white board members that helped 
polarize the school board -- and ensured, sadly, that a 
federal judge would have to step in and command the 
system to do what a majority of the school board 
refused and fought -- the dismantling of a segregated 
system of education in Columbus. 

In the 1980s, recognizing how divisive and destruc- 
tive that period of racial acrimony had been, community 
leaders and both political parties sought to create a 
team which could work together to lead the system 
toward an improved future. But even this period of 


political harmony had its downside: we saw 
grandstanding arid politicizing on the board at this time, 
and it hindered our progress. 

The selection of the late Dr, Ron Ethridge as super- 
intendent of the Columbus Public Schools -- and the 
manner in which Dr. Ethridge went about carrying out 
what he perceived as his mandate -- further divided the 
city, Under Dr. James Hyre, the parents.of Columbus 
were told that we had a good schoo! system; that our 
drop-out rate was two percent a year, and that we were 
steadily improving our services and programs. Under 
Ethridge, we were told that our school system was 
among the worst major school systems in the state; that 
our drop-out rate was 38 percent (higher than 
Cleveland's); and that our systern would completely 
deteriorate without strong action. 

But the school board never explained to the public 


‘how these two radically-different visions could both be 


true within months of each other -- and, if Ethridge were 
right, why the problems afflicting the system had been 
allowed to go on for so long. Ethridge's radical solu- 
tions -- Which tore apart the fabric. of community support 
for the schools -- would have been appropriate only if 
there were a clear vision articulated which explained 
why Columbus had ended up where it was; the mis- 
takes which had been made in the past, and the selling 
of the direction in which we would be heading. 

What happened here was that the school board 
failed to provide strong leadership; failed to communi- 
cate to the citizens of Columbus what it was doing and 
why it was necessary; and failed to shape a vision for 
the parents and children of the schoo! district that could 
make reasonable and palatable the changes that it felt 
needed to be.made. 

Now, we are facing a time of extraordinary crisis 
But this crisis represents a tremendous opportunity for 
the school board to forge, in the furnace of adversity, a 
new relationship with the parents, children, and citizens 
of Columbus. And it represents an opportunity for 
those parents, children and citizens to shape a new 
relationship with the schools. 

The board and administration must first admit that 
part of the problem facing the Columbus Public Schools 
is not one of flat resources, or busing problems: 4t is 
one of communication with the public and each other, 
and civility in addressing the concerns of the system. 
No amount of dollars will correct those problems: they 
must be addressed by the participants involved. 

The board and administration must end the bicker- 
ing and backbiting that has poisoned good will in 
Columbus -- not only for their own sake, but for the sake 
of the children. 

The board and administration must present to the 
public a clear vision and plan for getting us out of the 
mess that we are in. We believe that a part of this vision 
will be the $7.7 million in improvements in the computer 
network system for the schools. This upgrade will allow 
the system to keep better track of its financial resour- 
ces. At the same time, the upgrade will allow the 
system to gain information about student proficiency 
test scores more quickly, thus improving the ability to 
address the needs of students. This updating of 
management information systems is long overdue, and 
will help blunt the arguments of those who believe that 
the system is wasting its money. 

Our schools are at the crossroads. In the upcoming 
weeks, we will be studying the Columbus Public 
Schools, and promoting elements of an agenda for 
change, We believe itis absolutely essential, however, 
that any substantive changes be accomplished in a 
spirit of mutual respect and focused leadership. And, 
we believe that it is incumbent on ail of us -- the clergy, 
our civic and business leaders, as well as,the schools 
-- to band together.in order to shape a future for all our 
Columbus public schoo! children. 


Changing police hiring 


everal months ago, a television station's inves- 

tigation into the process of hiring police officers 

for the Columbus Division of Police uncovered 
a number of questionable appointments of police of- 
ficers -- and ultimately precipitated the dismissal of 
Safety Director Leonard Keller. Mayor Greg Lashutka 
then appointed a three-person committee to review, 
from top to bottom, how the division of police hires staff, 
and to make recommendations, 

The panel was unquestionably distinguished. It was 
chaired by C. Ronald Huff, a noted professor of criminal 
justice at Ohio State University, and included Patrick 
Murphy, the former New York City police commissioner, 
and Columbus attorney Percy Squire 

The committee has come back with a number of 
recommendations. One of the most critical is some- 
what obvious to those who have studied the problem: 
a review of who should actually be performing back- 
ground investigations 

The city charter requires that this task be done by 
the Civil Service Commission. But the commission 
has, effectively, abdicated that responsibility to the 
division of police. And the complaint has been raised, 
by many Black officers, that the division of police has 
not carried out this responsibility in a fair and unbiased 
way, ; 

i the city charter requires that the civil service 
commission carry out the function of background inves- 
tigations, then the city ought to follow its own charter, 
or change the charter. The city ought to place within 
the Civil Service Commission the resources to carry out 
its charter responsibility. That is not even a reflection 
ort the job that the division of police has been doing in 
hed critical area: it is simply a matter of following the 

law. 

At the same time, the commission has made an 
important contribution to. the ongoing ‘struggle that 
Black officers have made to promote fairness within the 


division of police by its clear finding that there have 
been racial disparities in the background process 

As stated elsewhere on these pages, the worst of 
those disparities can be clearly correlated to the tenure 
of Sgt. Harvey List as head of the background unit. 
Rejections tripled during the first part of his tenure; after 
his recommendations were reviewed from above, the 
rate dropped, but racial disparities continued. 

This confirms what Black officers have been saying 
all along: that the process of background investigations 
may have, at least at one time, been tarnished by racial 
animus. ‘ 

Of course, the very fact that Sgt. List~- who, his 
superiors apparently knew, had a sign from the hate 
group the White Aryan Nation on his desk -- was named 
to head such a sensitive unit in the first place must give 
us pause, But at the same time, the issue is larger than 
Sot. List: it goes directly to the question of the effective- 
ness of the process, and whether it is meeting the 
needs of all the citizens of Columbus. 

A city as racially diverse as Columbus needs a 
racially diverse police force in order 10 operate effeo- 


-tively. Undercover investigations; work with gangs; 


sting operations for prostitution -- all require a racially 
and gender-diverse police force: in order protect the 
public peace, ; 

If individuals are able to write their own private 
biases large on the canvas of public policy, through 
exclusionary background practices or other means, all 
Columbus is the loser. 

We believe that the report will be part of an ongoing 
process of dialogue between city leaders, the police 
command structure, Black police officers and civil 
in advocates about how the system of selecting 
officers can preserve merit and integrity while also be 
racially inclusionary. This —— is absolutely essen- 
tial in order to allow the city of Columbus to go forward. 


Beyond set-asides 


| was one of hundreds attending 
the All-Ohio Trade Fair, sponsored by 
Ohio's Minority Regional Supplier 
Development Councils, when | was 
joined at lunch by a Black 
businessman 

| had known the businessman for 
years; had even done some business 
with his firm. As his two philly steak 
sandwiches and fries: joined my 
cheeseburger, hot dog and fries, we 
matched cholesterol and concepts 
regarding the business at hand 

| was scheduled to discuss “the future of miriority 
set-asides”, and | was predictably glum. After all, the 
U.S. Supreme Court, in the Adaranidecision, had only 
the day before made it more difficult for the federal 

overnment to enact race-based preference programs 
‘or minority procurement -- justas ithad done, six years 
earlier, for state and city set-aside programs. | figured 
that he would share my disappointment 

But this busifessman didn’t. In fact, he was 
generally unsupportive of set-aside programs, based 
on his own experiences 

He described for me a host of problems: of compet- 
ing on state set-aside bids in his field (printing) in which 
there would be a host of bidders for a comparatively 
small job, all desperately attempting to get the job 
based on providing the low price and thus driving down 
any ability to make a profit; of one project on which he 
had bid at the county level being won by someone wha 
was simply brokering the job to a white printer; of being 
told of opportunities at the city -- and then not getting 
a return call when he sought to inquire about the 
opportunities. 

For him, the solution was simple. “All | need is a 
level playing field, and I'll do all right," he said. And, 
after all, wasn't a level playing field supposed to be the 
whole point? 

Indeed, that's what we've said all along, isn't it -- 
that all we wanted was a level playing field, ndt tilted 
either for us or against us. And one doesn't need to be 
a genius to figure out that, in-spite of all the civit-tights 
laws and actions of the past 30 years, there is still not 
a level playing field on which we all cag compete. 

But there was something that struck me about the 
words of this businessman. We have focused a potent 
amount of energy -- financial, political, and psychic -- 
in gaining, and defending, minority business set-aside 
laws. We have seen them attacked in the courts; we 
have struggled to have them re-enacted after they 
have been cut down, and we have fought to see their 
re-enactment sustained in the courts 

And all the while, we recognize that these programs 
=~ while, admittedly from our standpoint, necessary to 
open up doors of opportunity in government procure- 
ment -- are not enough to make us truly free. 

It is the little secret that we have whispered to each 
other, and rarely said out loud, But we know it exists. 
We have seen it in the successful businesspersons in 
a wide range of industries -- including construction, 
where most set-aside activity has been congregated 
over the years -- who have opted not fo participate in 
minority business certification programs. | recall, when 
| served as state EEO chief and was responsible for 
minority business certification, the successful contrac- 
tor in Cleveland, a legend in his own era, who chose 
not to become cerflfied by the state. | went to his office 
to meet with about his decision, convinced that | would 
persuade him to change his mind, But he was 
adamant 

Why wouldn't he join the program? He didn't like 
the paperwork it required. He saw that "front" com-

panies, who did not possess his. experience ‘and 
capability, often siphoned off important work. And he 
felt he could survive -- and even thrive -- in a competi- 
tive marketplace based on his skills, reputation and 
relationships. 3 

And,.of course, he was not alone. Many 
businesspersons have been turned off by the 
bureaucratic structure of the programs, and by work 
being taken by “fronts" and "shams" and legitimate 
companies who bid outside the areas of their expertise. 
And they choose to compete in the larger marketplace, 
recognizing the continued existence of discrimination, 
and some denial of opportunity, because they believe 
that their own skills and abilities -- and their aggres- 
siveness inthe marketplace -- will help them overcome 
the barriers that exist. 

We are very clearly ehtering a crossroads for set- 
aside programs. The Supreme Court's decision did 
not end the programs; but it is unquestionable that the 
federal programs face increasing difficulties based on 
the decision. 

And the language of antagonism to affirmative ao- 
tion is becoming so ingrained in our political discourse 
that Pete Wilson, Governor of California, can eliminate 
all state set-aside programs (and all other affirmative 
action programs) by the stroke of a pen without political 
repercussions. 

That is, obviously, disturbing. But it should cause 
us to recognize that, as the climate changes, we must 
refocus our energies even more heavily on penetrating 
the broader marketplace. 

Businesses that are successful, Black or white, are 
more alike than they are different. They are not suc- 
cessful because of preferences (and white ones get 
preferences, too: “preferences” based on friendships, 
or subsidies, or even political connections); they are 
successful because they are’ able to use those 
preferences to build something larger than the 
preferences. 

The end of government procurement programs, if it 
should come, should not be the end of business. for 
Black people. Its curtailment will only force us to 
expand our marketing efforts; knock harder and longer 
on doors in the private marketplace; and use the 
advantages we have already acquired -- sometimes, 
the advantage of superior quality, service and price -- 
to knock down the doors that had. been previously been 
closed. 

And it will cause us to band together aggressively 
to expose instances where the playing field is not level: 
fighting the predatory pricing policies of some of our 
suppliers; ensuring that the bonding companies un- 
derwrite our businesses; and even suing when we are 
the victims of discrimination -- just as our Opponents 
have always done, 

My session on the future of minority business 
programs was well-attended. But my friend did not 
show up. Maybe he was at another booth, talking with 
a prospective client. Building his business, in spite of 
the climate.

To be sure, the folks at the Heights High graduation 
had every right to be proud of their loved ones marching 
across the stage, They did not have the right to impose 
their low class, no class expressions of jubilation on 
others who view such occasions’ as a serious event 
rather than some juke joint party. 

When Beaumont School held its commencement for 
my daughter Sarah's class, you could have heard a pin 
drop as the graduates filed in. It was respectful. It was 
sacred, And it befitted a major milestone in a young 
adult's life, 4 

In short, it was the stuff a graduation ceremony is 
made of, 

So the next time you hear the term “cultural war" 
talked about on the radio or TV, don't take it as a code 
word for racism. Take it for what it means: Folks are 
tired of rudeness and cavalier attitudes at the expense 
ot others and they're not going to take it anymore.

Hadley pointed out that the 
“Contract on America® should focus 
on changing the system - on ex 
panding opportunity by removing 
existing bureaucratic and structural

“You really have to be on your 
toes with kids this age," Schuster 
said.
